The Charlevoix County 
Road Commission is consid- 
ering changes to their permit 
fee schedule. At their last 
meeting, held Dec. 31, 2019, 
Commissioners set a public 
hearing date of Feb. 10, 2020, 
9:30 a.m. at the Road Commis- 
sion Boyne City office to pres- 
ent and receive input 
regarding proposed changes. 
Permit fees cover costs the 
Road Commission incurs to 
oversee the workmanship 
and safety aspects of any 
work done by contractors or 
property owners within the 
road right-of-way for activi- 
ties such as utility work, 
moving an oversize load, or 
building a driveway, among 
others. 

While current law requires 
that all road agencies are lim- 


ited 

to using true administrative 
costs when setting fees, this 
creates differing fees in 
neighboring counties. The 
Michigan Legislature is con- 
cerned about the inconsis- 
tency in fees that different 
county road agencies charge 
for various permits. Rather 
than have the Michigan Leg- 
islature arbitrarily change 
permit fees to create forced

sociation of Michigan 
obtained current permit fees 
from more than 70 county 
road agencies and identified 
the most common fee for 
each type of permit. The

Many of Charlevoix 
County’s permit fees will see 
a slight increase, while some 
fees will stay the same. Road 
Commission Manager Pat 
Harmon said many of the 
fees have not been increased 
in roughly 20 years, and do 
not reflect normal cost in- 
creases. The proposed fee 
schedule will also contain 
new categories for activities 
such as broadband and wire- 
less communication projects 
that many rural counties 
have not previously experi- 
enced.

Medicaid work 
requirements 

Beginning Jan. 1, 2020, 
most able-bodied adults be- 
tween the ages of 19-61 in the 
Healthy Michigan program 
will have to prove an average 
of 20 hours of workforce en- 
gagement like working or job 
training per week, or 80 
hours per month. 

Exemptions include preg- 
nant mothers, people with 
disabilities, caretakers of 
disabled dependents, care- 
takers of children under age 
6 and individuals who have a 
medical condition that re- 
sults in a work limitation. 

The bones of the legisla- 
tion passed in 2018, but in 
2019 lawmakers went back 
for a few tweaks designed to 
make it easier for recipients 
to comply with the new re- 
porting requirements. 

Gov. Gretchen Whitmer 
lost a last-minute bid to push 
pause on Michiganis new 
Medicaid work require- 
ments, and the Department 
of Health and Human Serv- 
ices began sending out let- 
ters to beneficiaries 
explaining how to comply 
with the new program in De- 
cember. 


Minimum wage will 
increase 


In 2018 lawmakers adopted 
and amended a citizen-led 
minimum wage proposal, 
putting in place smaller- 
than-proposed increases to 
the minimum wage that will 
boost it to $12.05 by 2030. 

Starting Jan. 1, Michiganis 
minimum wage goes up to 
$9.65, and the tipped wage 
goes up to $3.67. 

State websites show plans 
to increase the minimum 
wage again in 2021 to $9.87 for 
hourly employees and $3.75 for 
tipped, hourly workers.

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Repairs & up- 
grades to US-31 
Charlevoix 
bascule bridge 


The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Transportation 
(MDOT) will invest $1.1 mil- 
lion to make structural steel 
repairs and replace the un- 
derwater cable providing 
power and control to both 
sides of the US-31 bascule 
bridge in Charlevoix. This 
project also will include re- 
placement and upgrade of 
electrical components that 
control the bridge's various 
mechanical systems. 

This work will primarily 
require single-lane closures 
and traffic shifts, with one 
lane open in each direction. 
During installation of the 
underwater cable and limit 
switches, intermittent night- 
time testing of the bridge 
will occur, resulting in clo- 
sures to traffic of up to 15 
minutes. 

This project includes up- 
grades and repairs to the 
bridge's structural steel and 
electrical components, de- 
signed to extend its service 
life and maintain reliability. 
The work is expected to be 
completed by 

March 31, 2020.

Legal sports betting, 
online gambling 


Michigan residents will 
likely be able to bet on their 
favorite sports teams ina 
matter of months, and gam- 
ble online through a casinois 
app or website. 

A package of bills signed 
into law Dec. 20 paves the 
way for sports betting and in- 
ternet gaming for those 21 
and older in Michigan, 
among other changes to the 
stateis gambling regulations. 

Under the legislation, an 
8.4 percent tax on sports bets 
would be collected after win- 
nings are paid out. 

Taxes on internet gam- 
bling would range between 20 
and 28 percent, depending on 
how much money a casino 
generates from online gam- 
bling - thatis an increase 
from the original proposal, 
which would have phased in 
a tax rate over time ending 
between 8 and 23 percent 
after five years. 

How long it takes before 
operators can begin offering 
sports betting and online 
gaming platforms will de- 
pend on how quickly the 
Michigan Gaming Control 
Board can set rules and regu- 
lations for the new laws. Sup- 
porters of the package in the 
legislature are hoping the 
system gets up and running 
in time for March Madness.

Cheaper auto 
insurance 

On July 1, 2020, Michiganis 
new auto insurance law will 
go into effect, meaning Michi- 
gan residents will soon be 
able to change their level of 
personal injury protection, 
or PIP, coverage. 

The law was signed in May 
2019 and ushered in sweeping 
changes to the stateis auto 
no-fault policy, including al- 
lowing senior citizens and 
people with health insurance 
that covers auto-related in- 
juries to fully opt out of PIP 
coverage. The other four lev- 
els of coverage available are 
unlimited coverage, $500,000, 
$250,000 and a minimum 
$50,000 option for some Medi- 
caid recipients. 

Each level of coverage 
would come with a guaran- 
teed rate reductions on PIP 
coverage costs that begins 
July 1, 2020 and would last 
eight years. The reductions 
range between 10 percent for 
unlimited coverage and 100 
percent for those who opt 
out. 

Another major shift in the 
deal sets a fee schedule for 
what health providers can 
charge when treating auto- 
related injuries, which will 
be set to 190 to 230 percent of 
Medicare rates in 2023 when 
fully phased in. 

Itis unclear exactly how 
much the changes will im- 
pact auto insurance costs for 
Michigan residents, and will 
largely depend on what type 
of coverage auto owners 
choose.

A big opening day fore- 
shadowed the popularity of 
recreational marijuana with 
Michigan consumers. A few 
firsts could come in 2020. The 
law provides for microbusi- 
nesses able to make their 
own products, for instance, 
and cannabis clubs where 
people can consume recre- 
ational marijuana together. 
These types of entities 
havenit been licensed yet, but 
could be in 2020. 

This new retail frontier is 
expected to be big business 
for the state, generating more 
than $1 billion per year in 
revenue once itis fully imple- 
mented. 


First redistricting

ical district mapmaking to an 
independent commission in-

Michigan’s 
legislative leaders will have 
the opportunity to review 
and strike up to five appli- 
cants apiece before another 
random drawing to deter- 
mine who will serve, which is 
set to take place before Sept. 
ik, 

The commission will be 
seated by mid-October 2020, 
and in 2021 will be tasked 
with drawing political dis- 
trict maps using census data 
and input from the public. 

There are several restric- 
tions on who can serve. Any- 
one who’s been a candidate 
or elected official, worked for 
a political party, registered as 
a lobbyist or worked for the 
legislature in the last six 
years are ineligible, as are 
their immediate family mem- 
bers. 

Those restrictions are the 
subject of a legal challenge 
from Republican groups

Third-graders to be 
held back for reading 
difficulties 


In the spring of 2020, some 
third-graders are expected to 
be held back in school due to 
a lack of reading comprehen- 
sion. 

Itis the long tail of the 2016 
third-grade reading law, 
which is based on the prem- 
ise that after grade three, stu- 
dents need to be good readers 
to keep up with other sub- 
jects in school. 

The law, triggered when 
students read a year or more 
behind grade level in third 
grade, provides some exemp- 
tions for kids who donit read 
at grade level to advance. 

Only 44 percent of Michi- 
gan third-graders passed the 
M-Step reading test adminis- 
tered in April 2018.
